International  Copyright. 

Fora  little  more  than,  a  year  pjist  there 
has  lx*eti  a  movement,  iu  Atnericati  lit¬ 
erary  circlet*,  which  deserves  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  every  thoughtful  person.  The  re¬ 
cent  ‘‘Authors’  Reatlings"  at  the  Madi¬ 
son  Square  Theatre  were  the  outward 
expression  of  it :  and  yet  very  few  jht- 
S4>us  really  know  what  it  means,  or  what 
id-  intended. 

in  a  Word  it  is*  the  effort  of  Ameriean 
writers  to  secure  a  foreign  copyright  on 
their  works,  and  it  isprojMt^ed  also  to  do 
by  the  foreign  author,  what  is  sought 
for  in  behalf  of  those  at  home.  Whether 
we  think  it ‘or  not.  the,  oh  1  world  is  1  letter 
equipp'd  than  we  are,  when  it  comes  to 
the  production  of  literature.  There  is 
more  leisure  there,  and  many  things 
have  been  developed  and  systematised 
for  ages,  which;  here  are  only  undergoing 
their  first  classification.  It  will  not  do 
for  us  to  assert  that  this  is  a  partial,  or 
careless,  or  unpatriotic,  statement :  lor 
the  fact  remains  that  we  have  not  yet 
done  much  except  to  follow  in  the  foot¬ 
steps  of  the  English.  If  we  have  a 
national  literature,  it  is  supposed  abroad 
to  consist  in  the  writings  of  such  women 
and  nieu  as  Mrs.  Stowe,  Whittier,  Low¬ 
ell,  Bret  Harte,  Joaquin  Miller,  ‘‘Mark 
Twain”  and  Walt  Whitman.  To  the 
eyes  on  the  other  side  of  the  ocean  these 
are  our  jewels,  and  we  are  reproached 
—as  if  we  were  unmotherly  Cornelias — 
if  we  do  not  highly  honor  and  exalt  them. 

Singularly,  the  features  in  this  Ameri¬ 
can  school  of  literary  art  are  not  those 
which  we  are  in  the  habit  of  approving 
or  commending  ourselves.  Lowell,  for 
instance,  is  remembered  best  by  his 
Vankeeisms.  And  the  typical  American, 
even  in  the.  pages  of  presumably  well- 
informed  Englishmen — is  a  “halt-horse, 
half-alligator,”  of  the  Davy  Crockett 
style,  who  can  “w  hip  his  weight  in  wild¬ 
cats,"  and  whose  e.xjiect orations  of  to- 
lmcco-juiee  are  only  equalled  in  wonder 
by  the  elevation  of  his  heels  on  the  man- 
tlepiece.  It  is  not  long  since  a  party  of 
intelligent  Britons  got  out  their  guns,  as 
they  swept  across  the  Holmken  fiats, 
and  were  properly  disgusted  because 
there  was  neither  antelope  nor  buffalo  in 
sight  of  the  train.  The  younger  Ameri¬ 
can  writers  have  taken  this  affair  into 
their  own  hands.  The  younger  Ameri¬ 
can  writers  are  not  Anglo-ina nines  in 
any  sense.  Even  Hoiyells  and  James 
are  inclined  to  recognise  the  popular 
drift  in  opinion,  and  as  they  write  for 
applause,  and  as  applause  means  cash, 
they  are  ready  eifough  to  incarnate  tin* 
anti-British  prejudices  of  their  audience, 
or  constituency. 

They  have  now*  lieen  engineering  and 
pressing  such  legislative  action  as  will 
eventually  secure  totlie laliorrr  thevaliii}* 
of  his  brains,  on  Ixith  sides  of  the  sea. 
But  the  last  Congress  closed  without  any 
perceptible  advance.  I  quote  from  the 
“  Address  "  issued  March  30,  I  s:l5,  which 
says,  “A  lull  was  introduced  last  winter 
in  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
another  bill  iu  the  Senate  this  winter; 
but  the  Forty-eighth  Congress  has  ad¬ 
journed  without  acting  upon  either.” 

Yet  they  are  able  to  see  (as  they  say 
under  date  of  Jan.  15,  1885),  that  “there 
is  unquestionably,  as  a  result  of  our  agi¬ 
tation,  a  growth  of  sentiment  at  Wash¬ 
ington  in  favor  of  international  copy¬ 
right — a  sentiment  which  is  not  confined 
to  either  ]x>liticnl  |»arty,  and  which  is 
more  likely -To  increase  in  strength  than 
to  diminish  with  time.” 

Tlio^c  who  arc*  prominent  in  the  move¬ 
ment  are  largely  to  lie  found  among  the 
adherents  of.  the  Ct  ntury  and  Jfarjtrr's 
magazines,  r  This  is  natural  chough, 
since  it  strikes  these  writers  hardest. 
They  are  also  for  the  most  part  residents 
in  and  alxuit  New  York  -another  proof 
if  any  were  needed,  that  this  is  now  the 
true  centre  of  literary  supply  and  de¬ 
mand.  And  I  have  already  said  tTmt 
they  were  heartily  willing  to  grant  the 
same  protection  they  seek. 

It  is  far  lietter  that  this  undertaking 
should  succeed,  than  that  it  should  tail. 
We  are  ton  lay  pirating  the  liost  work  of 
foreign  pens.  We  get  not  only  the  de¬ 
sirable  Ixioks,  but  those  also  which  will 
sell  through  their  very  cheapness  and 
nastiness.  And  hence  the  fact  that  we 
can  place  in  market  several  simulta¬ 
neous  editions  of  a  work  is  greatly  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  the  dissemination  of  literature, 
as  some  think.  They, are  unwilling  to 
see  the  day  of  dirt -cheapness  pass  away. 
They  forget  the  additional  tact  that  we 
are  offering  all  the  white  an  immense 
temptation  to  the-  {diffusion  of  bad  lite¬ 
rature,  and  that  we  are  destroying  the 
power  of  our  true  lienefaetors — the  puls- 
lishers,  Injoksellers  and  magazines.- — to 
support  the  home  producer.  It  is  this 
which  drives  out  the  American  author 
from  the  world  ol*  letters.  Save  in  ex¬ 
ceptional  cases  we  are  not  making  a 
literature  of  our  own  at  all.  If  it  is 
cheaper  and  easier  for  a  magazine  to  pi¬ 
rate  its  stories,  poetry  and  essays,  this 


will  tie  done  alwa\-  provided  that  the 
saim*  amount  •  >t  brains  can  !*•  had.  But 
it  is  nofabh-  that  what  k«*c|is  up  •  Mi|r  lit 
erur>  production,  such  a- it  i>.  i>  the  apt: 
tude  tin*  American  mi  ml  lor  short 
-t*»ri**s  ami  clever  sketches,  ami  bright 
ami  witty  writing. 

(iiven  this  demand  and  this  ability  t* 
supply  the  demand,  it  is  not  |>ossi|ile  t« 
put  dow  n  the  American  scholar.  |*|»et  or 
novelist.  Our  writers  see  their  Work- 
republished  in  England,  and  the  \  anktv 
keenness  has  hitherto  Uimi  able  to  get 
sotnfThing  back  in  return. 

The  pn*s4*nt  movement  is  therefore  one 
which  is  not  readily  destructible.  It 
has  its  enemies,  ami  some  of  these  cue 
inies  have  large  amounts  of  capital  in 
volvnl.  But  on  the  cither  hand  tin*  bat 
tie  is  itecidedly  pj  the  ultimate  udjvun 
t age  of  gisnl  literature,  and  not  by  an\ 
mean?  against  the  reasonable  cheami 
of  lunik*.  The  rewards  of  letters 
indeed  very  much  over-rated.  It  is  often 
sup|H»sed  that  Uvausc  a  writer  hap  hi.- 
name  in  print  to  a  g*mdb  nuinl»4*r  of 
piec<*s,  lie  must’  therefore  lx*  coming 
Miionoy.  This  is  far  enough  from  lieing 
the  case  under  the  liesPof  eircuimttan- 
ees,  an*}  usually  it  is  evident  that,  with  a 
bucksaw  and  a  hatchet, the  aspiranf  liould 
hew  more  dollars  out  of  a  kindling-timid 
pile  than  liisliteTary  ambition  eanobtaiii 
for  him’.  The  exception  is  the  instance  of 
a. popular  novelist,  or  the  author  of  a 
standard  series  of  volumes.  One  l«i<>k 
alone  will  not  keep  the  wolf  from  the  d»«»r. 

The  proof  of  this  assertion  is  nod  far 
to  seek.  There  are  lew  better  known, 
or  more  populate  writers,  than  Fiank 
Stockton.  But  Frank  Stockton  niiiHt 
on  grinding  out  new  combinations  land 
sending  them  to  the  press  all  the  wliile, 
or  he  cannot  live  by  hislnlxir.  Kienard 
Henry  Stoddard  is  nearly  the  last  off  the 
‘‘Old  Guard "  iu  ptn-try.  But  Kicliard 
Henry  Stoddard  has  never  known  the 
meaning  of  literary  ease,  and  is  today  a 
hard-working  journalist  on  the  Mai! 
and  Kxjtrcss.  Mrs.  Barr  and  her 
daughters  contrive,  by  a  thousand  pain¬ 
ful  efforts,  to  make  the  wheels  re¬ 
volve.  The  reason  of  all  this  |  is 
that  the  average  American  is 
a  goo<l  writer  and  a  good  talker— (‘spe¬ 
cially  when  it  comes  to  telling  a  story. 
Therefore  the  magazines  and  periodicals 
are  flooded  with  the  exceptionally  excel¬ 
lent  productions  ’of  amateurs,  who  only 
write  occasionally,  and  without  nijucli 
care  for  the  cash— glad  enough  to  lijuve 
it  for  pocket  money,  but  able  to  eudure 
without  it.  ^And  the  difficulty  of  intro¬ 
ducing  any  article  to  public  notice  rests 
upon  the  fact  that  there  is  no  opportuni¬ 
ty  afforded  to  writers  generally  to  know 
what  is  needed,  where  it  is  needed,  or 
how  much  of  it  will  get  in  -  and  be  paid 
tor  when  published.  S.  \\\  IX
